It  Is  no  mere  figure  of  speech  to  say  that  a 
species  of  totalitarian  government  prevails  In 
this  country.  Parliament  sits  It  la  true,  at 
Intervals.  It  still  vote*  the  money  for  war  pur- 
poses at  the  behest  of  the  Administration.  It 
has.  however,  given  the  Government,  under  the 
War  Measures  Act  and  other  legislation,  whnt 
amounts  to  a blank  cheque  tn  the  conduct  of  the 
War.  From  September  3.  1939,  to  February  6. 
1942.  there  were  20.000  orders-ln-council  passed 
and  some  12,000  Treasury  Board  minutes  adopted. 
Of  these  3,470  of  the  orders-ln-councll  were 
passed  while  Parliament  was  in  session,  but  they 
were  not  referred  to  that  body.  The  rest  were 
passed  when  Parliament  was  In  recess 
If  there  Is  not  totalitarianism  in  such  power 
being  m vested  in  a handful  of  men  then  there 
is  centralization  of  authority,  with  Parliament 
being  regarded  more  and  more  as  a mere  ap- 
pendage instead  of  the  mainspring  of  the  Con- 
stitution What  Parliament  should  insist  upon, 
as  It  can,  Is  the  resumption  of  responsible  gov- 
ernment insuring  that  many  of  the  things  that 
the  Administration  Is  doing  should  be  discussed 
In  the  representative  assembly  before  they  are 
done  If  Parliament  falls  to  take  this  course  It 
will  relapse  more  and  more  into  a debating 
society  and  fall  more  and  more  In  the  estimation 
of  the  people.

Men  of  good  will  who  are  Interested  ill  the 
vital  problem  of  religious  instruction  for  young 
people  will  be  encouraged  by  the  success  that 
aermx  lo  have  attended  the  efforts  of  the  educa- 
tional authority  m the  Surrey  County  Council, 
lu  1937  the  Surrey  Education  Committee  decided 
to  Issue  a syllabus  of  religious  instruction  for  use 
in  all  schools  under  county  administration  A 
representative  conference  went  to  work  on  the 
project.  On  the  educational  side  appeared  the 
officials  of  the  local  education  authority  respon- 
sible under  statute  for  what  is  taught  in  the 
schools  and  representatives  of  the  teachers  serv- 
ing In  the  county.  The  rlergy  of  all  denomina- 
tions were  represented.  Representatives  from  the 
London  University  attended,  'to  assure  that  the 
contents  of  the  syllabus  are  In  accord  with  the 
modern  knowledge  acquired  by  accredited  schol- 
arship" The  leaders  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  commended  the  proposal  and  wished  It 
success  but  were  not  able  themselves  to  take  part. 

As  a result  of  the  labors  ot  this  advisory  body 
three  books  were  prepared.  These  books  are  sup- 
plied to  council  schools,  and  may  also  be  used  in 
church  schools  whose  managers  desire  to  have 
them.  The  first  of  these  book*  is  'The  Dally 
Service  Book " It  is  published  by  the  Oxford 
University  Press.  It  contains  note*  for  the  guid- 
ance of  tenchers.  and  Tor  dally  corporate  worship 
In  the  schools,  and  a hymn  book.  Another  text 
1*.  "The  Pitt  Edition"  of  the  Bible  published  for 
the  Surrey  County  Council  by  the  Cambridge 
University  Press.  Finally,  there  Is  "The  Surrey 
County  Council's  Syllabus  of  Religious  Instruc- 
tion." obtainable  from  the  Chief  Education  Offi- 
cer, County  Hall,  Kingston- upon -Thames,  price 
one  shilling  and  postage. 

The  purpose  of  these  texts  may  be  briefly 
explained.  It  is  that  children  may  obtain  an 
intelligent  knowledge  of  the  faith  held  by  their 
fathers  for  nearly  two  thousand  years,  that  they 
may  learn  to  cherish  Christian  principles  which 
give  a purpose  to  life  and  a guide  to  all  Its  prob- 
lems. and  that  they  may  find  Inspiration,  power, 
and  courage  to  work  for  their  own  welfare,  for 
that  of  their  fellow-creatures,  and  for  the  growth 
of  God's  Kingdom  The  compilers  recognize  that 
while  these  ends  depend  on  an  accurate  knowl- 
edge of  the  Christian  faith,  they  cannot  be 
attained  through  knowledge  alone.  Accordingly, 
there  are  lessons  to  illustrate  the  effect  of  Christ  a 
teaching  In  the  world  "as  an  Incentive  to  the 
conduct  of  life  tn  harmony  with  the  Christian 
principles  learned  " These  sections  of  the  work 
were  very  closely  scrutinized  by  the  compilers 
and  were  unanimously  accepted,  a circumstance 
which  shows  in  modem  thought  a positive  atti- 
tude towards  religion  in  the  place  of  the  negative 
attitude  of  controversy  and  mistrust.
